STATEMENT 

re : Strike by the Students of Ayurvedic 
College^ Hyderabad 

* The Minister for Health and Medical {Sri P. V.G. 
Raju) : Mr, Speaker Sir, the other day I had read out 
a statecQent io the House regarding the situation that 
has arisen out of the sttike of the Ayurveda College 
students in the city. Singe then, Sir, the situation has, 
if at all, become more d fficult because of the fact that 
the students have not been able to appreciate the spirit 
with which I have^been trying to deal with the problem. 
Just this morning, it has been brought to my notice^ 
that the bus m which Hon. Members were travelling to 
come to the Assembly was stopped and a few students 
lay down on the road and obstructed the bus*..,.* 

Mr. Speaker ; And also the Spf akers^s car. I am 
informing this so that you may take serious notice. 

Sri P. V. G. Raju : All this Sir, is highly regret- 
table but I think ia the spirit of good-wiH, it is 
necessary that a solution be fouad. I have said here 
on the floor of the House before, while dealing with 
other matters, that no stwdent should be victimised for 
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the mistakes or omissions or for any other reason, that 
has been brought about, by either, an official or by the 
grownup world i.e,, all of us. I stick to that view- 
point. Students are the future of our country^ they are 
our youth and it is their well-being that will ensure 
ihe well-being of our future. There, I have no doubt 
in roy mind. At the same time, no Government can 
deoy itself the responsibility of maintaining discipline, 
trying to teach our youth in the subjects they havs to 
be taught. Therefore Sir, we have to be firm and yet 
gentle at the same time. The present situatioo is such, 
that the students desire a certain course of medicine to 
be taught. We have appointed an Expert Committee to 
go ioto the question. I have also assured the students in 
private and also on the floor of the House here that the 
implementation of the Expert Committee's recommenda- 
tions would be automatically implimented as far as the 
Government is concerned* However, some doubt seems 
to have crept into the minds of the students that 
the Expert Committee may not agree with their 
demands* However at this point, I would like to point 
out that it is not our duty in the House or the duty of 
any hon. Member to try to impose on the Expert 
Committee* Y^e can be sympathetic to the Students, 
but we also, have to honour the integrity of the Expert 
Committee that we have appointed, because even in 
advance if we deny the right of the Expert Committe to 
give Expert Opinion, then in future, Government will 
be bereft of expert opinion on all subjects and we 
would be expected to decide issues by ourselves. There- 
fore I do not think it is fair to say that the Expert 
Comtnittee's opinion shall be dictated to by the Govern- 
ment* At the same time, there is a general sympathy 
for the good of the student community, the good of the 
medical profession and this particular system also viZn^ 
thewtcgrated medicine* Integreated medicine course 
has been there for a lar§e number of years, since 1923* 
The Rajah of Paeagal it the composite Madras State 
intfodueed this couise, I think it was io 1923, Subse* 
t\mnt to that, even in Madras when the Hon. Rukmini 
Laicshinipati was the Health Minister there, a school of 
Indian Mediciw was ojpened in Kilpauk as yon know 
Sir* EfM^itttlift Hyderabad State, sce^tdwg to the 
f#wl I *^ the 0tkr <iay, sin« 1951 we are having 
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these courses. Both the Madras and erstwhile Andhra 
States have been doing this, Andhra Pradesh has been 
giving consideration to this course. Sir, 

There is only one do obi in the minds of the 
students that I would like to dispel hero. The senior 
students in the college have been expressiog the view 
that if the courses are introduced, what guarantee is 
there that they would be allowed to study for these cour- 
ses in the coming years. I have said that the Government 
has no objection to their sitting for the examination, if 
these courses are introduced. Furihrr, we have sugges- 
ted that they take their final examination this year and 
they will be allowed to sit for this new coarse and in 
addition to the Visharada degree which ihey would be 
getting, the Government would allow for a new degree, 
what may be called a Diploma, to be added to this 
degree; if this course is introduced. They have further 
said that this is necessary because they desire to practice 
modern medicine and because of the introduction of 
the Drug Act etc., and that they would be limited in 
their efforts to practice. Regarding this plea I have 
only this to say. The practice of Unani, Homeo- 
pathy and Ayurveda physicians is controlled by an 
Act passed by the Government in 1956 called the 
Ayurveda Homeopathy Regulation Act, I think. I am 
not quite sure of the title of the act^ and I am subject 
to correction. So this Act of 1956 's there and under 
this Act, Government has rule-making power to state 
who shall practice and who shall not practice under 
this Act and therefore there should be no difficulty for 
the students to practice under this Act^ However, they 
are not entitled under this course to practice as Allo- 
pathic doctors and that must be understood because 
Allopathy is a complete course in itself. Standards have 
been set by the Indian Medical Council and therefore 
the students here can never practice as Allopathic 
practitioners but practising under the system to which 
they are entitled would be allowed an extension of the 
ri^bfc to practice, after the advice of the Expert Com- 
mittee has been received. 

Therefdre* I would request jthem from here from 
the floor of the Legislature—that there is nothing in- 
fradtog in this matter, md there is nothing like prestige 
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between myself and the youth of the country— to co- 
operate with the Government. Especially in the case 
of Science we must be fearless because the future of our 
country is dependent entirely upon science and the 
increased efficiency that will arise in the natron out of 
the propogation of EDodero science. Therefore, I would 
request them Sir, with your support, to withdraw their 
strike. The Hon. Leader of the Opposition, Mr, Sunda- 
rayya, the Chief Mioister and myself met and discussed 
the various questions. We will further go into the 
questions. After all, this is a matter wtiich is the joint 
interest of the House. This is a matter of training to our 
doctors and the future of our science. Therefore Sir, 
while expressing regret to the members ot the House 
for the UDfortnnale way in which their bus has been 
stopped and the students have been behaving, I would 
request the students to withdraw the strike. There is 
BO need or cause for fear on their part that their 
demands would be overlooked by either the Govern- 
ment or the Expert Coc&mittee or by the well-being 
citizens in our State- 

SHF. Sundarayya {Gannavaram): I also join with the 
Hon. Minister for Health. In view of the statement by the 
Minister that this Committee which they appointed will 
submit the report taking the strong desire of the students 
themselves that they should be taught some medicine 
whatever the later developments in the medicines might 
be» so that they may be better useful doctors in the 
service of the people and in view of the statement of the 
Health Minister thai all these details will be gone 
into ahd the courses will be introduced from next July 
itself, I request that they should withdraw their agita- 
tion or hunger-strike, whatever it may be called, so that 
the Government might decide all these issues in a better 
atmosphere and come to cjorrect conclusions in the 
interests of the studeuts themselves. 

Sri P, V. G* Raju : Sir, the introduction of the 

courses will depend on the recommendations of the 
^ptn Committee, I think the Hon. Leader of the Oppo^ 
Mm must appreciate that fact, because an Expert

not be any doubt about it. After all, we ha\e to accept 
the opinion of the Pandits in the Expert Cotnmittee. 
That is most important. 

Mr. Speaker : You say it is a Ioog4erm ques- 
tion and not confined to the present students alone 
This is a permanent question with regard to Ayurveda 
and Allopathy- We all hope that Ihey will withdraw 
their strike and go on and wait for the results of the 
Expert Committee. 

It concerns all future programmes and curricula 
also It is not about a few students of today* Any how, 
I hope that the things will be all right.

•5« K. KotiReddy {LakUreddipalli): Mr Speaker, 
Sir, 1 would like to bring to the notice of the Govern- 
ment the wrong policies, rather, change in the pohcies 
which the Govsrnnaent have adopted with regard to 
land reduction, irrigation and other things. I have 
been feeling, Sir, that great injustice has been done. 
The main responsibility, I think, may not lie with the 
Government of Andhra Pradesh, but probably with the 
Government of India. That is with reference to the 
provision made in the Budget about the Tungabhadra 
High Level Channel I am in a way thankful to the 
Government for having made a provision of little more 
than crora of rupees for the High Level Channel, but 
I may refer to the days when some of us in the compo- 
site Madra'j Assembly have been agitating for having 
this, the then probably great project of South India, 
the Tungabhadra Project. In fact, when we go back 
to the origin of how this Tungabhadra Project has 
arisen, one feels very greatly disappomted that nearly a 
century has taken place bsfore anything could fructify 
in the shape of providing water for the parchsd area of 
Rdyalseema, It was. Sir, after the great famine of 
1875 when in Rayalseeraa alone it was said that five 
million people died that the Fanzine Committee recom- 
mended that the waters of Tungabhadra could be utilised 
for supplyins? the waters of Bellari District in those 
days. Subsequently, the other Famine Commissions 
took up this idea ond latterly a small committee of three 
leople recommended the taking up of Tungabhadra 
'roject for providing water not only for the Bellari 
District but the then ceded Districts and Nellore. So 
far as Cbittoor District is concerned, Sir, there is a 
Ceded District Committee Report which lays stress on 
the utilisation of the waters of this great river for the 
benefit of Ceded Districts. No doubt, a suggestion was 
nwKle in that that HcUore District may be cat off 
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because waters of Kn^hna co jld be utilised for Ne!i3re 
District, This is what has h'ipp:;ned. Oat of the 17 
lakhs of acres that were origmaily provided for in th 
Tungabhadra Project, oot even a lakh and half acres 
have been brought under cultivatioo* In 1924, th^ 
great project was sanctioned. 

The projects wese sanctioned in 1924 and I think 
the ceded districts are thankful to Sri Sonthi Rama- 
murti who was mainly responsible for getting this 
project sanctioned, though in a modified form. After 
ail this, how can we be satisfied with this small provi- 
sion of a crore and a half for this project ? It is now 
known that something like 20 crores and odd have to be 
spent for getting this high-level canal and even this 
high-level canal does not supply water to the entire area 
which was the original idea. But however Sir, at any 
rate, a major portion of Anantapur and some portion 
of Cuddapah could be irrigated under that I remember 
the day when I read a book on frrigaHon in Spain. 
Spain received ordinarily 40 inches of rain. Even then 
in that great country they realised the need for irri- 
gation and water. In 6ur State most part of our area 
does not get even 20 inches of rain. The need for 
irrigation is absolutely necessary and it is recognised 
both by the local Government as well as by the 
Government of India. And when we are importing 
foodgrains to the extent of ICK) erores per year, what 
else could be done except supplying water which is 
absolutely necessary for growing more food* So I beg 
this Government to do its utmost to see that the amount 
of money that would be absolutely necessary to com- 
plete at least for a portion of the Tungabhadra project 
High Level Canal might be spent. How can it be possi- 
ble to raise loans? Ceded districts are subject to famine. 
Not a pie is available in the shape of loans for subscri- 
bing to the high level canal So it is absolutely neces- 
sary to convince the Government of India for making 
better provisions for loans. I never thought that 
possibly taking up of the Nagarjunasagar project stood 
in the way of the High Level Canal I believe Sir, 
that I was one of those who was very keen and aaxious 
about the Nagarjunasagar Project Every one of the 
projects whether big or small or medium are in great 
need to be taken up because I see absolutely no cofiict 
between one or the other. One wrong policy in this 
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cooBection tbat has been adopted by the previous 
Government as weli as by the present Government 
would be that a compreheosKe jnvestigatica of the 
sources of water has not been done so far. I do not 
know why it was not done. The previous Govern- 
ment which was more cr less a capitalisx Government 
thooght that whichever project is more paying and 
whatever is more reranxierative should be taken up first 
and for the sake of those projects, all small projects 
are given up or dropped- It is a very wrong notion of 
the Government, The standard or critereon that they 
had adopted lo consider \^hethcr a particular project is 
remunerative or not is absolutely wiong. The only 
critereon to judge is remunerative is not the land re- 
venue or the water-rate that the Governments gets as a 
result of the project but the amount or the wealth that 
has been added and tbe amount of produce that has 
been added to the country as a result of the irrigation 
project* If that critereon had been adopted by the 
Government, this project would have been completed 
long time back« The impression of the capitalist 
Government in those days was that Tungabhadra 
project is not remunerative. We are trying to help to 
a certam extent as a sort of protection to the Ceded 
Districtsand so the other projects which are more 
remunerative must be speeded up before other projects 
are taken up. Already 40 chores have been spent. If 
some more amount is spent to complete the reservoir., 
we can have enotigh of water in the High Level CanaL 
The sluice is there* The trouble of sufficient food 
would be avoided. It must be remembered by the 
Government that the area which is intended to be 
irrigated under this High Level Canal is mostly 
gravely soil and a *^mall portion is of black-cotton soit 
Some ponioos are of red soil also. To-day that wrong 
impression tbat black-cotton soil alone is suitable for 
irrigation has to be given up in view of the experiments 
that have been made in Sirivelli taluk. If distributaries 
m^ completed, the whole land could be cultivated 
within the course of an year. I again plead with the 
Government to see that 20 crores which is necessary for ^ 
completing the project may b^ provided, A major 
portion of it is probably provided in the next year and 
the whale project to be completed within a course of 
2 or 3 year^. 
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There is one thirg which the Government have 
neglected so far. In Madras and probably in Madhya 
Pradesh steps are being taken in ord^r to improve the 
capacity of tanks to remove the silt. In our Slate steps 
should be taken to see that the silt in these tanks should 
be removed Most of the silt is washed down into fhe 
tank. The problem to-day is not only to remove the 
silt but to arrange to take back the silt to those gravely 
soils or red soils from where it has come. In western 
countries crores are spent. Jf we do not spend to-day, 
probably future generations will suffer, because no plant 
can grow without silt and it is up to the Goverfiment to 
take steps to see that the silt is taken back to the fields 
from where it came. We will be increasing the capacity 
of tanks and also the other lands will be benejSted*
